How tha latter was secored was narrated by the perpetrator to 
an interviewer. The perpetratat, a young New Yorker, engeged a 
camera-operstor, who climbed to the watertower outside the stadinm 
on the eve of the fight, drilled a hole in an iron tank oo the top of the 
tower, letting out the water, and another hole ip which & telescopic 
lens was fixed. On the termination of the fight the New Yorker 
lifted the lid of the tank and found that-the operator, who had been 
fourteen hours inside, bad fainted, ‘but had secured 
the picture, with the exception of the last round, a copy of which 
ithe Naw Yorker obtained by bribing an operator at & private show 
of the official film. The New Yorker then sailed in 2 fast boat to 
London, where he sold the prints, selling them also throoghout tke 
Continent. They were actually being exbibited ia Londen when 
the plainnffs’ manager arrived with the official pictures.

NATIVE OF SWITZERLAND. 

De Rougemont’s real name was 
Henri Lovis Grin. He was born 
of respectable parentage in the 
Canton Vaud, Switzerlaad. His, 
fatho: was a farmer. and bis 
relatives belanged to the wall-to- 
urgeoisie,” one of his broth- 
ers being a much-respected 
Swiss pastor. 

Louisa started his career as 
courier to the well-known actress 
Fanny Kemble. Later, abont 
1874, he went ina similarcapacity 
to Australia. He drifted about 
agteat deal; be went peartiog; 
he formed various mining 
syndicates; he invented a diving- 
dress— which resulted disastrous- 
ly to the experimenter--and 
eventually arrived in England, 
having worked his passage from 
New Zealand. 

But de Rougemont (writes one 
who knaw bim) was no vulgar 
adventurer. He made little out 
of bis narrative, and he had no 
axetogriogd. Ifhe had written 
his story frankly as a work of 
fiction it might bave been selling 
to this day. and the author might 
“have ended his -days~in- greater 
cornfort. if not io luxury. 

HIS LATER YEARS. 

Last December, in the name 
of Louis Redman, he was admitted 
as @ patient. to the London 
Homeopathic Hospital. He had 
been taken ill snddeaoly, and it 
was doubtful if he would recover.

The communique dealing with 
Mexico describes the fandamental 
question for the United States as 
the “safeguarding of property 
tights against confiscation.”

“bot she is not free to 
destroy without compensation 
valid titles which have been 
obtained by American citizens 
under Mexican laws"; for a 
confiscatory policy strikes “not 
only at the interests of particular 
individuals, but at she foundations 
of international intercourse.” 


The assertion is made that the 
question at issuy is not the re- 
cognition of any particular Ad- 
ministration, and thus ™ when. 
ever Mexico is ready to give 
assurances that she will perform 
her fundamental obligation in 
the protection both of persons 
and of rights in property validly 
acquired, there wilt be no obsta- 
cles to most advantageous rels- 
tions between the two peoples.” 
Then follows a reference to the 
provisions of the Mexican Con- 
stitation of 1917 which assert the 
Government's title to all deposits 
of oil, gas, minerals, &e., with its 
retrospective application, decreed 
later by Carranza and sult effec. 
tive. The danger that “ proper- 
ties of American citizans will be 
confiscated on a great scale”’ is 
foreseen and condemned in-ad- 
vance aS an ™ international 
wroog of the gravést character” 
to which the United States “could 
not submit.” But “if it be 
said that this wrong is not 
intended, and that the Mexican 
Constitution of 1917 will not 
be so construed as to permit, 
oz so enforced as to effect con- 
fiscation, then it is important 
that this should be made clear by 
guarantees in proper forn:.” 


Accordingly, the United States, 
on May 27, tbrough Mr. Som- 
merlin, her Charge @Affaires in 
Mexico City, ‘“propased a treaty 
of amity and commerce with 
Mexico, in which Mexico will 
agree to safeguard the rights in 
property which were atteched be- 
fore the Constitution of 1917 was 
promulgated.” The treaty “also 
contains conventional stipula- 
tions ax to commerce and re- 
ciprocal rights in both countries™; 
it “provides for. the conclusion of 
& convention for the settlement of 
claims for losses of life and pro- 
perty, which, of course, moans the 
prompt establishment of a suit- 
able claims commission, on which 
both countries would be represent- 
ed,” and there is slso “a provision 
for the just settlement of bound- 
ary matters.”
